Trustee James R. Shaver feels that 
South Alabama Electric is headed 
toward being a more service oriented 
cooperative. The first fifty years saw 
tremendous changes in lifestyles. 
People couldn't be living the way they 
are without electrical service. We are 
serving a changing membership. 
More members are coming from oc- 
cupations other than farming. 

Thomas Ray Sims has served as a 
trustee since 1963. Sims feels that the 
50th anniversary serves as a reminder 
of what can actually be accomplish- 


ed when a group of people put their 


minds together; to have taken rural 
areas from a point where electricity 
wasn't available 50 years ago, to the 
point where there is little difference 
between urban and rural standards of 
living. The 50th anniversary serves as 
a reminder of the spirit of the people 
who made this happen. 

As trustee, Leo Williams feels that 
the 50th anniversary is a real 
landmark- that a people oriented 
company, formed by farmers to meet 
their needs by working together, has 
developed into an ongoing electric 
cooperative.

Human Resource Board told horrors of abuse 


The Coffee 
Human Resources held its quarterly 
board meeting on Thursday, June 
11, at Elba and heard department 
attorney Paul Young report on the 
growing problem of abuse in the 
area, 

Young, who is a_ practicing 
attorney in Enterprise, has served as 
the department's attorney for the 
past six years, and told the board 
members in attendance that while 
Statistics don’t work in telling the 
story of abuse, and words are soon 
forgotten, actual case histories have 
a longlasting impact. 

Young told of a 7-year-old boy 
brought into a local emergency room 
with what was believed to be a 
gunshot wound. Further examina- 
tion revealed that the boy had been 
tied at the hands and feet and hung 
upside down on a nail on the wall and 
beaten with sticks and an electrical 
cord over a long period of time. The 
results of the beatings were so 
severe the tissues of the boy's 
buttocks had actually exploded, 
leaving a wound that appeared to be 
that of a gunshot! 

The boy was also reported to 
have skin covering his underwear, 
revealing the time that had passed 
since the youth had changed the 
underwear, 

‘The case 1 have described took 
place here in Coffee County,’’ said 
Young, ‘‘not in a big city or some 
foreign country, and the case is not 
unlike many other cases that are 
investigated commonly by these 
social workers,

collection may begin July 1 


Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson announced last 
week that the county’s tax on tobacco 
products earmarked for use by the 
county’s volunteer fire departments 
has been approved by the legislature 
and could be collected as soon as 
July 1. 

The announcement came on 
Wednesday, June 10, at a press 
conference and Judge Brunson 
Stated that sinée the local bill had 
received approval the proper paper- 
work for the tax ordinance would be 
obtained from the state revenue 
commissioner and would be 
completed by the county attorney. 
The ordinance would then go back to 
the revenue commissioner for final 
approval and at that time the tax 
would actually begin being collected. 

“The tobacco tax will be collected 
and distributed from the state 
level,’’ stated Judge Brunson, ‘‘and 
the collections could begin as soon as 
July 1. Our fire departments need 
this revenue and the majority of the 
voters recognized the need when 
they voted in favor of the tax. I hope 
that with the additional funding the 
local fire departments will be able to 
add equipment and improve training 
that will help in protecting the lives 
and property of the citizens of Coffee 
County.’’ 

Ben Moates, president of the 
Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion, said the news was ‘‘the best 
we've had in a long time,’’ and once 
again spoke of the need for the

Coffee County voters approved 
the tax in the Nov, 4, 1986, general 
election and the firefighters 
expected the approval to provide the 
local departments with immediate 
help; however, a lawsuit filed 
against Geneva County concerning a 
similar tax prompted the commission 
to delay implementation of the tax in 
Coffee County until the suit was 
settled, 

As the lawsuit dragged on in 
Geneva County, the county 
commissioners grew weary and 
decided to change the wording of 
Coffee County’s tax plan that would 
allow the commission to administer 
the funds for services rendered, a 
change that they hoped would 
eliminate a legal question con- 
cerning tax monies going to a non- 
governmental agency. 

While the tax could begin being 
collected within 20 days, actual 
distribution to the fire departments 
will not come until October at the 
earliest, according to a spokesman 
for the State Revenue’ Dept.’s 
Tobacco Tax Division. 

The wording of the tax law states 
the revenue department will collect 
the funds and distribute them to the 
county on a quarterly basis, which 
means the next quarterly period will 
end on Sept. 30 and any distribution 
of funds will come only after the 
quarter ends, 

Tobacco users may begin paying 
the additional taxes as soon as July

1; however, stamps will not be on the 
various products until approximately 
early 1988. According to revenue 
Officials, when the department is 
notified of the new tax it will then 


invite for bids on the production of 


the stamps, which will take approxi- 
mately six weeks. The successful 
bidder will then have 120 days to 
deliver the stamps and the tobacco 
wholesalers will have until the first 
of the ensuing month to place the 
Stamps on the products. 

The long delay in the actual 
placing of the stamps on the 
products to be taxed could add fo the 
delay in collecting the tax; however, 


a state law allows for the tax io be 
collected while the stamps are being 
made, thus avoiding the delay. 

The amount of taxation will 
include five cents 
cigarettes; two cents per cigar; two 
cents on a pack, can, package or 
container of smoking tobacco; three 
cents on each sack, plug, package or 
container of chewing tobacco and 
three cents on each can, bottle, 
glass or container of snuff. 

The tax is expected to generate 
$150,000 annually and will be 
distributed to the county’s nine fire 
departments, with 10 percent going 
toward administrtive costs.

Strength In Togetherness 


Lawrence and Vernetta DeRamus 
are rather special among the people 
of Enterprise. Check their history 
and you'll nate that every significant 
accomplishment has been because of 
their faith in God, each other, their 
honesty, common sense and love for 
people that they project to the 
public. 

In 1955 Lawrence DeRamus and 
Vernetta Clark met when he came to 
teach the fifth grade at the Carroll 
Street School in Enterprise. Miss 
Clark was already teaching third 
grade at Carroll Street, and they 
taught together for a year before 
their marriage. 

Lawrence, a native of Vida, Ala., 
is a graduate of Alabama State 
University in Montgomery, with a 
B.S, degree in Education, While at 
Carroll Street he served as 
counselor, basketball coach, 
attendance officer and janitor. 

He was the district coordinator 
for the A.G, Gaston spelling bee, 
organized the first Boy Scout troop 
and served as scout master. 

He has served as president of the 
Alabama State Alumni Association, 
president of the Coffee County 
Athletic Association, president of the 
Coppinville School Quarterback 
Club, which was instrumental in 
raising funds for football equipment. 

The economic plight of teachers 
in the 1950's was at an all time low 
and Lawrence was concerned about 
teacher welfare; thus the first and 
only federal credit union in the area 
for education employees of Coffee- 
Geneva and Enterprise City was 
organized. The credit union was 
chartered in 1959. 

After 12 years in the classrooms 
he left teaching to become deputy 
director in charge of writing and 
budgeting for the Organized 
Community Action Program because 
he wanted to reach out and touch 
more children and their families. 

DeRamus was one of the three 
who organized the Community 
Action Program in the area. This 
Organization helped place many 
people in jobs and made them self- 
supporting. 

In 1966 De Ramus saved the Head 
Start program for children in Coffee 
County, and because of his untiring 
service and devotion to the children 
of Coffee County, the Men’s 
Progressive Club honored him by 
naming the center ‘‘DeRamus Head 
Start.”’ 

Lawrence serves on the stewards 
board, sings in the senior choir, is a 
member of the finance committee 
and serves as one of the cooks and 
dishwashers for the men’s fellowship 
breakfast held every Sunday 
morning at 8 o'clock 

He was appointed by the 
governor to serve an the Jury 
Commission in Coffee County in 

1981 and is a member of the 
President's Club of Alabama, 
NAACP, Poverty Law Center, AUSA 
and the Credit Union League of 
Alabama. 

He served in the U.S. Army 
Korean Conflict from 1949 to 1954 as 
a medical laboratory technician 

De Ramus is now a member of the 
Advisory Board, Baptist Hill 
Community Committee and is 
employed at Ft. Rucker 


Mrs. Vernetta worked in the 
Carroll Street School as a third-grade 
teaciier for 15 years, She was born 
and reared on Watts Street in the

families, were pioneers of 
Enterprise.

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When the door of the big steel arena closes, 
36 year old Sr Ramos, turns to face the wild 
lions, Jaguars, two black panthers and is 
alone. 

When he works mixed acts with the 
Oscarian Bros. Circus no one can step in to 
help him, if he is not able to keep the 500-pound 
beasts under control. 

He is the preeminent male wild animal 
trainer in the USA. He has received numerous 
citations and awards throughout the US, in- 
cluding circus fans. 

‘Reporters often ask whether I've ever been 
hurt, Sr Ramos says. ‘‘What they’re really 
asking is whether I've made any errors. | 
don’t like to talk about my mistakes. 

“T’ve had a few minor accidents and some 
close calls, but nothing serious. 1 know my 
animals.” 

Sr Ramos has been a wild animal trainer for 
over 10 years, working with lions, Jaguars and 
Black Panthers. 

“‘T still take care of my own animals, I don’t 

-. trust their care to anyone else,” he confides. 
His biggest problem? Finding food for the 


animals, 

“We feed poultry, horsemeat and beef in 
rotation, Butcher shop waste isn’t satisfac- 
tory, It doesn’t have enough lean meat. And, of 
course, it is impractical to feed prime cuts. 
Sometimes we can’t find what we want.” 

How did he get into the wild animal training 
business? He's being a circus performer for 
Benerations. 

Come face to face with Bengal tiger or a 
South American jaguar in a locked cage and 
you must first but, wait! 

Senor Arturo Ramos knows the answer, He 
should, For 36 years, his entire life, he has 
kept close company with nature’s fiercest land 
predator-not to mention that they can be as un- 
predicatable as sharks. 

He is a cat man, a lion tamer, circus per- 
former, animal trainer and part owner of 
Oscarian Brothers Circus now in town, 

For fun and show, he will wrap a live jaguar 
stole around his thick, muscular neck to the 
astonishment and delight of onlookers. It’s 
bond Showmanship. But he’s not smiling in- 
side. 
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Is it really dangerous to mix lions and 
tigers? His answer? 

Not nearly as much as it is to mix males and 
females’’ he says. And that’s just what he has 
done. 

Prince Sheba the male lion who weighs in at 
more than 500 pounds each, are a fearsome 
contrast to Sr Ramos. 

“Obviously, physical force isn’t the answer, 
he points out. “It’s more a matter of mastery 
of their minds.” 

“It’s true that they can sense fear. You can’t 
let them buffalo you.” 

When he has trouble with one of his charges, 
the act can run a bit overtime. He insists that 
each stunt be done perfectly. If it isn’t, the cat 
must repeat it until it is done correctly, 

He likes being part of Oscarian Bros. Circus. 
It is what he calls an “old time tent circus’’ 

where the elephants help put up the big top 
and moves most of the equipment around. 


“It’s a huge family show like the circuses of 30 
or 40 years ago, 
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A TWO-VEHICLE ACCIDENT early Wednesday morning hospitalized the drivers and lone occupants 
of both vehicles. Injured in the accident were Curtis Barefoot of Elba and John Bridges of Daleville. 
The accident happened shortly after 6:30 a.m. just east of Elba on Highway 84. 

According to witnesses at the scene, Barefoot was traveling east in a heavy fog and didn’t see any 
oncoming cars. He reportedly turned across the traffic to meet a man for a planned grass-cutting 
chore. Bridges was traveling west enroute to his job at Elba General Hospital. 

Barefoot received internal injuries but was walking around the scene before the rescue squad 
arrived, and he was taken to Elba General. He was driving a Dodge pickup truck. 

Bridges was pinned in his Ford Escort station wagon for about an hour while members of the Elba 
Rescue Squad worked to cut him out of the vehicle. The rescue workers placed him under oxygen 
while working to free him from the car.

Commission settles dispute over inkind 


expenses charged against farm center 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 22, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and agreed to alter the 
actual cost for inkind services 
rendered during the construction of 
the new multi-purpose building at 
the Farm Center and reimburse the 
building fund for the amount in 
excess of actual construction costs, 

A member of the Farm Center 
Planning Committee had met with a 
number of commissioners last week 
to- express displeasure with the 
county commission after the 
commission had deduced almost 
$25,000 from the building fund for 
dirt purchased to build up a base for 
paving and inkind work done by 
county highway department 
employees. The committee argued 
that the commission had agreed to 
provide the inkind work at no cost 
and the figure of over $20,000 in 
inkind services was excessive. 

The commission had originally 
instructed the county administrator 
to deduct the total amount from the 
building fund to cover the highway 
department expenses due to a 
legality which prohibits using 
gasoline tax funds (7c tax revenue) 
for anything except highway 
department projects. Since highway 
department employees did actual 
work in the preparation of the 
concrete pad for the building, the 
building fund was charged the 
expenses incurred. 

At Monday's meeting, the 
commission agreed that the figure of 
over $20,000 was excessive for the 


amount of work done and voted to 
reimburse the building fund the 
amount in excess of the actual 
construction labor costs. 

The commission again heard a 
request from the county’s three court 
reporters for a $150-per-month 
increase in supplemental pay for 
each reporter, The last documented 
increase was said to have been in 
1969, and the pay raise asked for 
would be covered by the district 
attorney’s worthless check fund, 

The commission voted to approve 
the raise and put it into effect at the 
time the raise is approved by the 
legislature. 


County engineer. Mark Pool 
appeared at the meeting for the first 
time as the new county engineer and 
told the commission that repair bills 
on county equipment was 
Staggering! Pool reported that two 
pieces of heavy equipment at the 
landfill had received over $24,000 in 
repairs during the past year and 
were in need of over $32,000 in 
repairs at this time. 

The engineer also reported that 
three other pieces of heavy 
machinery were in need of repair and 
called the repeated repairs ‘‘putting 
good money into bad." 

The county engineer recom- 
mended the purchase of a 21-yard 
pan for use both at the landfill and in 
the road department, a purchase that 
would replace four smaller pans now 
in use at various work sites. 

Pool stated to purchase the pan 
would save approximately $77,000 a

***took no action on the imple- 
mentation of the county tobacco tax; 
***and adjourned until July 13, at 
which time the commission will 
return to Elba for the next quarter. 


County school board to 


expand to seven members 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met on Monday night, 
June 22, and reported it had sub- 
mitted a new redistricting plan that 
would increase the population of the 
board to seven members, with the 
members to be selected from 
districts identical to those presently 
used by the Coffee County 
Commission, 

Board attorney Jim Weatherford 
told members at the monthly meet- 
ing that the new plan had been 
approved by the plaintiffs in the suit, 
filed to force the board to elect a 
member from a predominantly black 
district, and stated the plan would 
now be introduced to the federal 
court for approval. 

Supt. Clayton Bryant stated the 
board had hoped to redistrict the 
county without adding to the number 
of members; however, a 
demographer studied the layout and 
population trends of the county and 
reported it would be impossible to 
divide the county into districts with a 
predominantly black district unless 
the county was divided into at least 
six districts. After the decision of 
the demographer was discussed, 
board members agreed to follow the 
district lines used by the county 
commission to avoid confusion for 
residents of the county. 

Before leaving the meeting, the 
attorney also stated the local board 
was involved in a suit concerning 
Students crossing county lines to 
attend schools. Weatherford 
explained that a suit had been filed 
involving students from Butler, 
Crenshaw and Lowndes Counties

counties, and when students were 
asked to give accurate addresses a 
total of 11 students living in Coffee 
County reported they were attending 
school in Crenshaw County, making 


Coffee County a part of the suit. 

All board members and Supt. 
Bryant expressed surprise that any 
Coffee County students were attend- 
ing school outside the county, but 


agreed to notify the parents of the, 


students and request that the 
Students attend class in Coffee 
County. 


The monthly board meeting, 
which lasted almost three hours, 
began at 7 p.m., and after the 
routine approval of minutes and bills 
for payment, wezt into executive 
session for over 90 minutes to 
conduct attendance hearings 
involving a number of students. 

Personnel matters included 
accepting the resignations of three 
teachers.in the system and employ- 
ing three teachers in similar slots, 

The board accepted the resig- 
nations of Fred Harper, a business/ 
English teacher at Kinston; Thomas 
Carpenter, a mathematics teacher at 
Kinston High School, and Wayne 
Holley, head basketball coach at 
Zion Chapel High School, while 
approving the employment of Lynn 
Whitehurst as an early childhood 
teacher at Kinston Elementary 
School; Jan Watson as first grade 
teacher at New Brockton 
Elementary, and Duane McCalman 
as a business/English teacher at 
Kinston High School. 

In other personnel matters the 
board transferred Mary Holley to 
Kinston Elementary School, where 
she will teach third grade, and 
placed Mike Harrelson, vocational 
agriculture teacher at Kinston High 
School, on a 12-month contract. 

Supt. -Bryant stated the various 
organizations in the county system 
were involved in many fund-raising 
activities during the year, and in an 
attempt to cut down the need for 
such events recommended the board

Elba council tables action on all items 


The Elba City Council tabled 
action Monday evening at their 
regular meeting. Three items were 
discussed by the group and the 
council voted each time one was 
discussed to table any action until a 
later meeting. All three were 
matters that don’t have simple yes or 
no answers, according to council 
members, and they want more 
information before voting. 

The council discussed the 
problem presented by Mr. Lamar 
Hall of a street on property he says 
he owns, They referred to a letter 
written by City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan to Mr. Hall concerning the 
matter, However, council members 
felt they needed additional informa- 
tion before voting on the matter. 

Hall was asking the city to pay 
him for the strip of property and 
Suggested he receive title to land the 
city bought from the railroad, plus 
$1,000. 

Council members questioned the 
legality of their doing anything since 
Hall said the street had been there 
Since 1952. The matter was tabled 
until the next meeting. 

Ben Carpenter asked the city to 
take some action to improve a platted 
Street off Bypass Street, at the 
daycare center he and his wife own, 
The council instructed the city clerk 
to look into the plats and determine if 
the city ever accepted this as a city 
street. It will be discussed at the next 
meeting. 

The recently increased garbage 
fees were again under discussion, 
Businessman Waylon Adkinson was 


present protesting the high rates for 
his grocery store and the $2 increase 
on residents. He noted his business 
collected a lot of sales tax for Elba 
and felt the city owed some service to 
the businesses. 

He was also concerned over the 
increase to many elderly people on 
fixed incomes. 

Mayor Bob English presented a 
new schedule for increases that 
included cutting most of the 


increases, but adding in increases 
for the 227 commercial customers 
now paying only $10, These would 
increase to $12 or $17, according to 
business size. The change would 
cost the city $2370 per month. Any 
action was tabled until the next 
meeting. 

The city formally accepted the 
low bid of Tucker Electric for 
installation of a heating and cooling 
unit at the police station. 


Motion filed to dismiss charges 


Joel M. Folmar, district attorney 
for the Twelfth Judicial Circuit of 
Alabama, announced recently that 
he has filed a motion to dismiss all 
State charges pending against three 
Pike County deputy sheriffs and five 
former Pike County jail inmates. 

Folmar said the deputies and 
the former inmates were indicted by 
a Pike County Grand Jury in 
January, 1987, for the felony offense 
of Unlawful Act by Three or More 
Convicts or Prisoners Acting in 
Concert. 

Folmar said that shortly after the 
indictments were handed down by 
the Pike County Grand Jury, he and 
members of his office were contacted 
by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and the U.S. Attorney's Office 
for the Middle District of Alabama. 
The federal agencies requested that 
they be allowed to intervene to 
investigate and prosecute under

federal statutes of law, 

Folmar stated that after careful 
consideration he made the decision 
to allow the federal agencies to 
initiate their own investigation as the 
federal statutes were better suited as 
those provided under state law. 

The investigation conducted by 
the federal agencies has been 
Ongoing for approximately four 
months and federal indictments are 
expected in the near future, 

Folmar said that in late January 
of 1987 his office received a com- 
plaint and a request from Sheriff 
Harold Anderson for his office to 
conduct an investigation to an 
altercation that occurred in the Pike 
County Jail, At that time an 
investigation was directed by Folmar 
with a subsequent presentation of 
evidence to a Pike County Grand 
Jury. 


adopt school budgets for the coming 
school year that would supplement 
numerous areas of activities. 

A total of $6,300 was allocated for 
the offices at the county system’s 
seven schools, based on enrollment, 
while each library was allocated $3 
per student. The libraries will 
receive a total of $5,7787, with New 
Brockton High School receiving a 
high of $1,131 and Kinston 
Elementary receiving a low of $813. 

Cheerleaders of each of the 
county’s three high schools will 
receive $500, while all three band 
programs will receive $2,000, as will 
the county’s athletic programs. Each 
school will also receive $3 per 
student for disbursement by the 
principal for additional materials 
needed by teachers during the school 
year. 

The board members approved 
the plan unanimously and applauded 
the superintendent for the plan tocut 
down on the number of fund-raising 
events held at the schools, 

Supt. Bryant told the board 
members it was past time to make a 
decision on the new _ physical 
education building planned at Zion 
Chapel High \ School and 
recommended the board approve the 
construction of the building at a total 
cost of almost $90,000. 

The cost was approximately 
$20,000 more than budgeted; 
however, Supt. Bryant stated he 


would meet with the Zion Chapel . 


Quarterback Club and ask the club to 
help defray at least half the cost of 
the overrun. The board approved the 
recommendation unanimously. 

The county schools are all 
receiving extensive renovation work 
during the summer vacation, and at 
Monday's meeting the board was 
brought up to date on where the 
renovation work was taking place. 
Projects underway included 
restrooms at New Brockton High 
School, reroofing the Ag building at 
Zion Chapel, reroofing the cafeteria 
at New Brockton High School, 
restoring the elementary school 
classrooms at Kinston High School, 
roofing at Kinston High School and 
New Brockton Elementary School, 
painting and cleanup at all three 
schools, painting the interiors and 
finishing the floors at all three 
gyms, installing walkways to the 
parking lots at New Brockton 
Elementary and Zion Chapel 
Elementary, closing in a portion of 
the campus at Kinston High School 
for use as a library at a cost of 
$100,000, renovating the restrooms 
at Zion Chapel and Kinston and 
carpeting the New Brockton 
Elementary School that was 
damaged by fire. 

A plan to bring all lunchroom 
workers in the system under a 
uniformed pay scale was discussed 
by the members and Supt. Brant 
passed out a detailed plan for hourly 
pay for all the employees based on 
the number of meals prepared and 
other criteria, Board members are to 
study the proposed plan and take 
action at the next meeting. 

The system's tobacco policy was 
again discussed and after revisions 
the board accepted a policy that 
spells out very clearly the board’s 
wishes on the matter. 

The new policy adopted Monday 
states ‘‘Use of tobacco in any form 
shall not be allowed in any school 
facility or on school grounds during 
school hours. Employees who have 
responsibilities which extend beyond 
regular school hours shall refrain 
from using tobacco in_ these 
situations,’’ 

The board members agreed the 
new policy would be easily under- 
stood and expressed the opinion that 
violations would be few. 


In other action at the lengthy 
meeting, the board: 
***expressed no interest in attend- 
ing the Regional Board Convention 
in North Carolina; 
***expressed little interest in 
attending the state convention at 
Point Clear; 
***agreed to use $15,000 in local 
funding to purchase textbooks; 
***postponed nominating a member 
to the County Board of Equalization 
until the July meeting; 
***accepted the low bid from Rankin 
Construction of $66,000 to renovate 
restrooms at Zion Chapel and 
Kinston; and 
***agreed to study plans concerning 
makeup work for suspended 
students and a policy for compulsory 
attendance, 
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
